NEW YORK (U P I)- If life 
reallv is a school of hard 
knocks, Lillian Roth could 
feel battered as a punching 
bag in a secondhand shop. 
But at 60, she’s buoyant and 
more convinced than ever that 
—“ Man proposes, God dis­ 
poses.” 
In an interview, the author 
of “ I’ll Cry Tomorrow,” pub­ 
lished in 1954 and read by 
more than 20 million persons, 
said that String the last 10 
years she lost her f or t une, 
had 
marital troubles that 
ended in divorce, and even 
had to turn to jobs odd for a 
star —working in an automat, 
selling ladies coats, pecking 
at a typewriter. 
Most of all the dream she 
had of retiring gracefully at 
the age of 50 vaporized when 
her nest-egg capsized. There 
were a couple of Broadway 
roles after that, but never 
enough money to put her on 
Easy Street, the place she 
was aming for — a reason­ 
able aim for a person who 
started in show business at 
the age of six. 
One of those magic touch­ 
es that dotted her life in 
previous years popped up 
again last Dec. 13, the day 
Miss Roth turned 60. She re­ 
ceived w o r d that a new 
B r o a d w a y musical —“ 70- 
Girls-70.” 
She said she resumed a 
rugged training schedule, in­ 
cluding vocal lessons and the 
strenuous exercises necessary 
to give her larynx that old 
ability to “ belt ’em out’’ —the 
notes. The way Lillian Roth 
used to do, a style not unlike 


that of another good belterout- 
er, Ethel Merman. 
The show features older ac­ 
tors and actresses. The aver­ 
age age of the cast is 72, ac­ 
cording to Miss Roth. “ At 60, 
I'm practically the baby,” site 
said. 
The theme of the show is 
robbery —to help oldsters liv­ 
ing in a New York residential 
hotel to some comforts. 
“ We never steal from some­ 
one 
who 
needs 
it,” Miss 
Roth said. “ We only go to the 
good stores.

Why, the entire cast learned 
to play the banjo in just half 
an hour. 
“ If the play has a message, 
it’s one that highlights the re­ 
bellion of older persons. You 
young people call us the es­ 
tablishment. 
The 
musical 
says —hey, watch us!” 
Mildred Natick and Eddie 
Foy Jr. also share starring 
roles in the musical, now in 
the midst 
of

out 
in Philadelphia before 
opening on Broadway in Apr­ 
il. Reviewers in the city of 
brotherly love received the 
musical with open arms and 
thumping hearts. 
Miss Roth, who starred in 
more than a dozen movies 
and dozens of musicals, is 
happy to have 
a 
second 
chance at fortune’s wheel for 
the umpteenth time in her 
roller coaster life. 
“ What happened between 
my 50th and 60th birthdays 
would be enough to drive a 
person to drink,” she said.

It 
just convinced me more than 
ever that the Lord works in 
strange ways. 
The least she made during 
the down days after heriSOth 
birthday was $265 a month 
selling baked goods in a shop 
run by the people who oper­ 
ate the Automat. 
Miss Roth, who made one

If it hadn’t been for the 
dogs, as a matter of fact, 
Miss Roth said she isn’t sure 
she would have gone after 
those OBS — selling coats, 


selling cakes, typing in an of­ 
fice. 
“ It is a very real thing, 
keeping food in said. 
Miss Roth said she never 
wanted millions of dollars for 
herself. “ All I wanted was se­ 
curity so I wouldn’t have to 
work after the age of 50,” she 
said. 
“ I didn’t want to be like my 
mother. She needed money 
for proper care and help 
when she was dying. 
She 
didn’t have the money. 
I 
didn’t have the money and 
she had to go without the 
proper care and help. I shud­ 
der everytime I think of it.” 
Her mother, by the way, 


was the reason for the title 
“ I’ll Cry Tomorrow.” 
“ Mother,” Miss Roth said, 
“ used to say to me when I 
was a little girl, those times I 
might cry —don’t cry today, 
you’ve got all day tomorrow 
to cry.” 
Miss Roth presently lives in 
New York with her nine dogs. 
After “ I’ll Cry Tomorrow,” 
which was out in 24 foreign 
language editions, Miss Roth 
was looked up to as some 
kind of saint —according to 
the bushels of sympathetic 
letters she 
received 
from 
around the world. 
She felt uncomfortable in 
that position, she said.

DWIGHT, 111. (AP) - For 
surburban housewives a charm 
course would be just another 
way to pass the time, but for 
the inmates at the Illinois 
State Reformatory for Women 
it’s the high point of the 
week. 
Their only gripe Is that it 
doesn’t last long enough. 
The charm-poise and diction 
Improvement program, tested 
for two years at Dwight, will 
be introduced this month at 
institutions in 10 states. 
Its aim is to boost the 
prisoners’ morale by sprucing 
up their looks and tidying up 
their language. 
The program Is an attempt 
to minimize the defeminizing 
effects of penal routine. Too 
often, say prison officials, a 
woman’s self-esteem dwindles 
in an institutional environ­ 
ment that demands strict obe­ 
dience to rules and places 
little premium on feminine at­ 
tractiveness. 
The program to combat this 
problem could hardly be held 
in an atmosphere less con­ 
ducive to hope and optimism. 
Thin bars line the windows of 
a brick meeting hall, painted 
in two tones of institutional 
green and studded with re­ 
ligious plaques. 
B u t the instructor, 
Jo 
G r e e n , an ex-model who 
heads a Chicago beauty con­ 
sultant firm, makes up for 
the grim surroundings. Her 
shocking pink pant suit is a 
welcome contrast to the drab 
denim housedresses issued to 
inmates. 
The inmates say her el- 
gant clothes and stylish coif­ 
fure cheer them up instead of 


making them feel like Cinde­ 
rella before the fairy godmo­ 
ther’s visit. 
“ I 
feel 
good when 
she 
comes in so bright,” said Ca­ 
rol, 19, serving one year for 
forgery. “ I feel like I’ll be 
able to look just like her once 
I get out.” 
Miss Green takes the wom­ 
en through the routine charm 
school paces, from hairdo to 
pedicure. The prisoners are 
attentive but it’s when she 
gets into social behavior that 
the fireworks begin. 
She relies on the technique 
of “ role playing” to draw the 
women out of their Shells and 
help them to grapple real- 
i s t i c a 11 y with potentially 
troublesome situations they 


will face upon release. 
“ Be prepared for all kinds 
of questions . . . even if you 
were in Dwight,” she told 
them. “They may not hire 
you because of that, but they 
most certainly will not hire 
you if you are not qualified.” 
Her classes are so popular 
that there’s a waiting list and 
w o m e n who 
have 
gone 
through once are clamoring 
for more advanced instruc­ 
tion. 
“ My friends told me how 
nice the course was,” said a 
teenaged inmate. “They said 
they feel they can hold their 
heads up now.” 
Officials voice some optim­ 
ism about the program’s long­ 
term, effect. Sixty of the 111 


women who have completed 
the course since it started in 
January 1969 have been re­ 
leased and authorities note 
that only one violated parole 
and none returned on a new 
c h a r g e . The reformatory’s 
normal 
recidivism 
rate is 
about 8 per cent. 
The program, called “ Self 
Esteem Through Feminity,” 
and underwritten by the W. 
Clement and Jesse V. Stone 
Foundation, has been adopted 
by institutions in Chicago; 
F r o n t e r a , Calif; Niantic, 
Conn.; Atlanta and Gaines­ 
ville. Ga.; Indianapolis and 
Fort Wayne, Ind.; Chillicothe, 
Mo.; Burnt Hills, N.Y.; Cin­ 
cinnati; Howard, R.I.; 
and 
Crockett and Huntsville, Tex.

rabid crusader. I don’t know 
how many times I have stood 
In a grocery checkout line be­ 
hind a young mother with 
several children In tow, been 
horrified to note as many as 
four packages of frozen mac- 
and-cheese in her heaped up 
cart. I knew her grocery bill 
must be phenomenal and she 
w a s probably complaining 
about the high cost of food as 
much as anyone. She could 
have made that for no more 
than half the cost of the pack­ 
ages, even less.

I know 
some people complain that it 
gets stringy in cooking but it 
won’t when grated. It takes 
plenty of it to make that love­ 
ly crust. 
So here you are. 
Grate *4 pound Cheddar on 
the medium grater setting. It 
will clog in a too fine setting. 
I always use just my little

this. Set cheese aside. Heat 
oven to 400. Cook 2 cups raw 
macaroni in 2 quarts of boil­ 
ing water with % teasp. salt, 
pan uncovered. Cook until it 
is still a bit n the chewy side. 
Melt 4 tablesp. butter or mar­ 
garine in the top of a double 
boiler. Add 2 or 3 
teasp. 


grated onion, if you like the 
flavor.

Serve piping hot al­ 
though I admit I have never 
been adverse to any refrige­ 
rated leftover the next day. A 
green salad goes well with 
the macaroni and cheese.

Gets the Oscar

That tinsel titillating time of year is upon us 
again when the American motion picture industry 
(i.e., Hollywood) goes into its annual orgy of premo­ 
tion, pretense and sell-congratulation, 
the 
28th 
Academy Award presentation of the Motion Stric­ 
ture Academy of Arts and Appliances. 
The climax, if I may use an ambiguous word, 
comes at the Pavilion of the Los Angeles Music 
Center April 15, when the eyes of directors and star­ 
lets, ill-tempered film critics and ulcerous dis­ 
tributors will be focused on the Oscars, those golden 
stratuettes that mean life and death, boxofficewise, 
to careers, pictures and studios. 
Because the last movie I saw was “Gone With the 
Wind” (in its original release) I have been forced to 
judge this year’s crop through the eyes of my fellow 
artistes, and I make my choices on the basis of how 
many nominations for the AcAward each moom pit­ 
cher has received. 
Ties for number one spot on YOUR HIT PARADE 
(white envelopes courtesy Price, Waterhouse) are 
“Airport” and “Patton,” each with 10 nominations 
for everything from Loudest Jets (“Airport”) to 
Most Medals (“Patton.”) I think each film is de­ 
serving of these awards. 
“Airport,” as you know, is the story of — uh, an 
airport. There’s this pilot, see? And he—oh well, you 
wouldn’t be interested. The film stars everyone 
from Helen Hayes to Jean Seberg (the entire cast of 
430 have been nominated for Best Supporting Ac­ 
tor), and I’m sure it will win something. (Best Subi- 
titles in a Foreign Film, Black and White). It cost 
so much money to make it must be good. 
“Patton” is a war story, see? If they could have 
combined it with “Tora! Tora! Tora!” (five Acade­ 
my Award nominations) that would have put it 
ahead of “Airport.” It would have been a better 
movie, too. 
Nextest with the mostest is “Love Story,” a plain­ 
tive little romance that has flooded theaters with 
weeping matrons and has hard-bitten critics sobbing 
in their seats. “Love Story” is down for seven 
awards, including Most Kleenex. 
“Five Easy Pieces” has won four AA nomi­ 
nations.

Cream Puffs

French restaurants call them 
profiteroles, and chefs some­ 
times stuff them with ice cream 
and offer them with a choco­ 
late-flavored custard-type sauce. 
American 
cooks 
call 
them 
cream puffs and bake them at 
home. Then they follow restau­ 
rant practice and add the ice 
cream. For the topping, they’re 
likely to use a sundae sauce. 
We suggest you make the sauce 
butterscotch flavor. 
Here are worthwhile recipes, 
tried in our kitchen, for these 
delicious puffs and the sauce. 


ICE-CREAM PUFFS WITH 
BUTTERSCOTCH SAUCE 
1 cup water 
i/2 cup (V4 pound stick) butter 
or margarine 
i/2 teaspoon salt 
1 cup sifted flour 
4 large eggs 
V/2 quarts vanilla ice cream 


Butterscotch Sauce, see below 
In a large saucepan bring wa-l 
ter, butter and salt to a full 
boil. Add flour all at once and 
over low heat stir rapidly until 
mixture leaves sides of pan and 
forms a smooth compact ball. 
Remove from heat. 
Add eggs, one at a time, 
beating well with a wooden 
spoon after each addition until 
batter is smoothly blended and 
glossy and thick enough to be 
dropped. 
Drop batter, in 12 mounds 
and each 2 inches apart, onto 
ungreased cookie sheet. 
Bake in a preheated 400-de­ 
gree oven until golden brown 
and firm and no beads of mois­ 
ture show on surface-45 to 50 
minutes. 
With a wide metal spatula re­ 
move to wire racks to cool. 
To serve, cut off tops and fill 
each puff with a scoop of ice 
cream. 
Replace 
tops. 
Serve 
with Butterscotch Sauce. 
Makes 12 servings. 


BUTTERSCOTCH SAUCE 
1 cup sugar 
1 cup dark com syrup 
i/2 cup light cream

P H O E N I X (UPI)-D on 
McMahon, who has been a 
teammate of both, says Willie 
Mays is a better all-around 
player than Hank Aaron but 
adds both will break Babe 
Ruth’s homerun mark. 
McMahon, the second oldest 
player in baseball at 41, says 
as hitters there is little to 
choose between Mays and Aar­ 
on. It’s when you start talk­ 
ing about “ all the o t h e r 
things” that Mays gets the 
edge. 
By “ other things” he means 
Mays’ base running and field­ 
ing in particular and his lead- 
ershij in general.

As for breaking Ruth’s re­ 
cord of 714 career homers, 
McMahon says he thinks it 
can be done by both. 
“ The way he takes care of 
himself,” McMahon explains, 
“ I think May9 can play four 
or five more years. If he does 
then he shouldn’t have any 
trouble breaking the record.” 
Mays, who will be 40 years 
old in May, starts the 1971 
season with a career total of 
628 homers, 86 shy of Ruth’s 
record and 36 more than Aaron. 
Willie says he feels he can 
play two more seasons for 
sure and maybe three. Be­ 
yond that he refuses to specu­ 
late.

ATLANTA (U PI) - Bobby 
Jones, the Arnold Palmer of 
golf more than four decades 
ago, is 69 years old today. 
Oldtimers may resent the 
reference to a present-day 
golf star while speaking of 
Bobby Jones. But, it has been 
more than 40 years since 
Jones won his “ grand slam” 
and retired at the ripe old 
age of 28. 
Robert Tyree Jones Jr.—he 
has never liked the “ Bobby” 
by which he was so well 
known— became, in 1930, the 
only golfer ever to win the 
U.S. and British opens and 
the U.S. and British amateurs 
in the same year. 
At that point, with no more 
worlds left for an amateur 


golfer to conquer, Jones quit. 
His only tournament appear­ 
ances after 1930 were in the 
Masters and then only be­ 
cause he founded that classic 
and felt an obligation to it. 
It has been nearly a quar­ 
ter of a century since Jones 
had to give up even his be­ 
loved Masters. 
Stricken by a disease of the 
spinal cord, Bobby Jones has 
grown steadily weaker over 
the years. The vibrant young 
golfer who was the darling of 
the links during the golden 
’20s is now bedridden. 
“ Mr. Jones is weak, awfully 
weak,” an associate revealed. 
“ He hasn’t been to his office 


since December. He has been 
having a lot of trouble with 
his kidneys as well as his 
creeping paralysis. 
“ He seldom gets out of bed 
anymore,” the associate con­ 
tinued. “ When ha does, it is 
only for a few minutes at a 
time. He’s very, very thin.” 
The informant went on to 
say that although Jones “ al­ 
ways 
dreaded 
being 
bed­ 
ridden,” he still shows the 
same sort of spunk that car­ 
ried him to his many golf vic­ 
tories. 
“ He still shows the spirit 
and wit for which he was so 
well known, especially when 
he feels like talking.” 


Until the last few years, 
Bobby Jones still made the 
annual trek to the Masters, 
170 miles away at Augusta, 
Ga. He couldn’t play but he 
was always on hand to make 
the presentation to the win­ 
ner. 
He had to give that up in 
1968. “ I’m just not up to it,” 
he explained then. “ I just 
don’t think I could take that 
three and a half hour car ride 
from here to Augusta.” 
Two generation of golf fans 
know of Bobby Jones only as 
they know of other great ath­ 
letes of another time. He be­ 
longs to the era of Babe Ruth 
and Jack Dempsey.

Schools Sue 
For Damages 
LOS ANGELES (U PI)-Three 


NEW YORK (NEA) — It is the sort of blurb they 
always put at the bottom of the page in bold, black 
type with a yuk-yuk headline. Or maybe it’s the sort 
of thing David Brinkely always looks for to close his 
program with a laugh. 
The subject doesn’t m atter. Sometimes it’s about 
a carpenter who has decided to saw off the tip of 
Manhattan Island. Or a dentist whose latest bridge- 
work spans the Olentangy River. 
This time, however, it was about a young Chicago 
lawyer who was suing the power company for $28 
million over some light bulbs: 
“Herbert M. Sirott, a tax-lawyer for the Illinois 
treasurer yesterday filed a < lass action suit against 
Commonwealth Edison for $28 million. 
“Sirott, 30, claims that many of the two-to-three 
million persons served by Commonwealth Edison 
are being charged 17 cents every two months for 
light bulbs without their consent or knowledge . . .” 
For years, the power company has given light 
bulbs to customers in exchange for their paid bills. 
As far as most people are concerned, the bulbs are 
free. 
“ It’s an old device for customer promotion,” said 
a spokesman for Edison Electric Institute here. “We 
have to keep those home lights burning. Kodak, for 
instance, isn’t making a lot of money on its ca­ 
meras, but how much film would they sell if nobody 
could afford a cam era?” 
But one day last summer, Herb Sirott took some 
of his old electric bills down to collect his light 
bubls. He was told that the power company only 
gave bulbs for the most recent bill. 
Sirott was a little miffed. He asked: “Are these 
bulbs free or am I paying for them? If I’m paying 
for them, each of these receipts represents pay­ 
ment. They’re mine and I want them.” 
There were no straight answers at first, but final­ 
ly and employe told him the electric company 
charges each customer 17 cents a month for a serv­ 
ice that entitles him to 10 light bulbs. 
“All you have to do if you don’t want the service 
is notify the electric company,” the employe said. 
That was months ago. Since then, Sirott has 
emerged as a kind of Chicago-style Ralph Nader 
and almost every light company in the United 
States has received calls from suspicious customers. 
(According to the Edison Institute, the power com­ 
panies in Detroit and Jackson, Mich., are the only 
ones in the country with free-bulb plans like Chi­ 
cago’s.) 
“ I’ll bet we’ve received a million calls on that 
same subject,” said a spokesman for Consolidated 
Edison in New York.

He began collecting light bulbs with all the old 
receipts he could find — and then with all of his 
friends’ old receipts. “I’ve got enough light bulbs to 
start a store,” he said. “My wife forbids me to 
bring another one home. She says she hates the 
sight of light buibs.” 
For awhile, Sirott’s office, too, was overflowing 
with light bulbs. Lawyer friends kept popping in and 
asking, “What the hell is that?” 
Sirott told them. They were astounded. So he de­ 
cided to file his class action. 
As a legal phenomenon, the class action suit is 
probably best-known as a tool frequently employed 
by Nader in his never-ending light to make the 
world safe for consumers. 
A class action is filed by the person wronged on 
behalf of himself and unnamed hundreds or millions 
who can be classified as similarly wronged.

The caller was commended 
for her alertness. It was her 
recognition of an unusual con­ 
dition that led to the survival 
of her client. 
These stories dramatically 
stress the importance of a 
call-and-answer 
service 
for 
the elderly. Obviously, not ev­ 
ery call is a matter of life 
and death. But the important 
thing is that it could be. 
And even on the most rou­ 
tine day there is a reward: 
the person called knows some­ 
one cares. An added meas­ 
ure of warmth is brought to 
his life. 
The Nassau County Ring- 
A-Day phone service is free. 
It is unique in the fact that it 


uses 
residents 
of 
nursing 
homes and other institutions 
to make the calls. It started 
as an experiment in assign­ 
ing useful volunteer work to 
the residents in one of the 
county’s homes for the aged. 
The results proved so bene­ 
ficial to both the callers and 
their clients that the program 
was expanded into a network. 
This communications link in­ 
cludes private nursing homes 
and other institutions through­ 
out the country.

Greene, director of the Nas­ 
sau County Office for the Ag­ 
ing, the Ring-A-Day program 
offers two main advantages 
over conventional 
telephone 
reassurance 
programs:

vision assures continuity and 
provides the 
guidance

help that callers on telephone 
service often require.

Mobile-Home Mail Edict 


Attacked by Cranston 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — The Post Office Depart­ 
ment is discriminating against people who live in 
new mobile-home parks by refusing individual deliv­ 
ery, said Sen. Alan Cranston, D-California. 
Cranston has urged the department to cancel its 
decision to eliminate individual delivery in parks 
built since last July 1. 
Under department policy, mail for residents of the 
new parks is placed in group receptacles or in the 
m anager’s office. 
Cranston said some 260 new parks have been li­ 
censed in California since last July with about 17.700 
spaces. 
“These families are being denied proper mail 
service because of this inexcusable discrimination.” 
Cranston said. 
He attacked as “faulty logic” the department’s 
premise that mobile home parks are similar to 
apartments and other multi housing units. 
In a letter to Postm aster General Winton M. 
Blount. Cranston said that “there is no reason why 
persons in mobile homes, many of whom are elder­ 
ly. should have to walk many blocks to obtain mail 
from grouped or office receptacles. 
“These people are homeowners,” he added. “They 
deserve the same mail service as homeowners.” 
Cranston said more than six million people in the 
country live in mobile homes, at least 10 per cent of 
them in California.

Streamlined Gas Tax Allocation 


SACRAMENTO — Assemblyman Pete Schabarum, 
R-49th Dist., has introduced a bill to streamline allo­ 
cation of gas tax dollars into the state highway sys­ 
tem. 
The present system — based on northern versus 
southern California county allocations — is outdated, 
confusing and unrealistic, Schabarum said. 
“Furthermore, it does not meet the priority needs 
of the prime areas of traffic demand,” he added. 
He said his bill resulted from studies and com­ 
mittee inquiries made over the past four years when 
he served on the Assembly Transportation Com­ 
mittee. 
The prim ary thrust of the bill directs state high­ 
way funds to areas in greatest need. This means 
more funds would return to urban areas than cur­ 
rently is the case. 
The bill would establish four-year cycles for deter­ 
mining highway needs and proposes that 8.) per cent 
of the gas tax funds for state highways be allocated 
to highway districts on the basis of registered ve­ 
hicle population. 
The remaining 15 per cent would be allocated by 
the California Highway Commission. 
Schabarum said his bill in no way affects gas tax 
money that goes for city and county road construc­ 
tion. 
“It is time we unlock the legal handcuffs that 
have prevented us from placing highway dollars 
where we will get the greatest benefit for dollars 
spent,” Schabarum said.
